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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed May 1 0, 2004. The Examiner 
acknowledges the amendments to claims 1 and 10; the cancellation of claims 13-15; and the 
addition of new claims 16-26. Claims 1-12 and 16-26 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 and 16-26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: > 
Regarding claims 1-12, no prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a skin patch 

including a telesensor for sensing a physiological parameter and for emitting a signal indicative 
of the physiological parameter that is sandwiched between first and second water vapor 
permeable layers, where a face of the first water vapor permeable layer, opposite the face 
contacting the telesensor, has a coating of skin-compatible adhesive material. 

Regarding claims 16-20, no prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a skin patch 
including a telesensor for sensing a physiological parameter and for emitting a signal indicative 
of the physiological parameter that is attached to a perforated flexible circuit substrate and 
covered by a layer of material having a moisture vapor transmission rate of at least 425 g/m 2 per 
24 hours, where a face of the perforated flexible circuit substrate, opposite the face attached to 
the telesensor, has a coating of skin-compatible adhesive material. 

Regarding claims 21-26, no prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a skin patch 
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including a telesensor for sensing a physiological parameter and for emitting a signal indicative 
of the physiological parameter attached to a perforated flexible circuit substrate that is 
sandwiched between first and second water vapor permeable layers, where a face of the first 
water vapor permeable layer, opposite a face confronting the perforated flexible circuit substrate 
that has the telesensor attached to an opposite side thereof, has a coating of skin-compatible 
adhesive material
